Our team manager has instilled 
the necessity for sportsmanship 
and ‘self-discipline into our 
players, and we had hoped that 
their example would be copied by 
our supporters. I would emphasise 
again that we are talking of a 
minority, and am sure that the 
majority are embarrassed by their 
presence. As a club we cannot 
tolerate interference with play, 
damage to property or violent 
behaviour and offenders caught 
will be evicted and barred from 
the?ground.’ :
